The first question that arises is, can 
these proscriptive enactments be consti- 
tnlionally maintmined? I say yes. 
Wherever the present state constitution 
does not specifically provide that relig- 
ious belief shall not be iaterfered with, 
valid laws can be enacted to suppress 
any kind of religious organization. A 
state has the power either to prescribe or 
proscribe any kind of religion, or to tax 

or limit its exercise. The Constitution 
of the United States deprives the sepa- 
rate states of certain privileges the chief 
of which are enumerated in Section ten 
of Article 1 as follows: No state shall 
enter into any treaty, alliance or confed- 
eration; graut letters of marque and re- 
prisal; coin money: emit bills of credit; 
make anything but gold and silver coin 
a tender in payment of debts; pass any 
Dill of attainder, expost facto law, or law 
impairing the violations of contracts; or 


may 


grant any title of nobility. 

Article first to the amendments of the 
Constitution provides: Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof. ~ °" 

Article ten declares: The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the states respect: 
tively, or to the people.

A PORTRAIT PAINTED BY A 
SPIRIT. 

On Tuesday, January 14, 1890, at Mrs. 
Effie Moss's residence, 256, West 43rd 
Street, New York City, I was present at 
a select circle of five persons, Mrs. Moss 
being the medium. A manifestation was 
present which was remarkable in every 
particular, Mr. Sunderland (her mana- 
ger) was requested to place a saucer, with 
mixed paints upon it, in the cabinet; af- 
ter which a canvass belonging to me was 
handed to me to magnetize, by rubbing 
my hands over its surface—all present 
saw that there was nothing upon it. Mr. 
Sunderland was then entranced, and sat 
in the room with us, while Mrs. Moss 
was entranced inside of the cabinet. Her 
sister, named Egyptha, materialized, and 
directed the table to be placed near the 
cabinet, with the canvas standing upon 
it, and that I should hold it; she placed 
one hand upon it some of the time, while 
the spirit artist did the work.

The light was‘turned 
ot: four different times, so we could see 
the portrait in its different stages. All 
present could hear the spirit artist at 
work, as he passed his fingers over the 
canvass without a brush. When the 
portrait was completed I passed it round, 
soeach member of the circle saw it. This 
is a portrait of a guide of mine, named 
Zamphor, who first came to me four 
years ago at Mrs, Cadwell’s circle. He 
tells me that he belonged to a distinct 
race, who lived before the Greeks, some 
centuries ago, and he comes now to help 
humanity forward. I requested him to 


come that evening, after giving his por- 


trait, so all the members of the circle 
could see him, He materialized exactly 
like the painting. Each member of the

ignatius’ rupture with the resident ec- 
clesiastical authorities. This is but part- 
ly tme, The statement that he failed to 
touch the Christian cousciousness is 
certainly an error. For the forcible and 
eloquent denunciation of the Christiani- 
ty of church organizations awoke in the 
minds of laity aud clergy a realization of 
the sham dominant in the greater part 
of the ecclesiastical institutions. He did 
not fail to touch the consciousness, but 
he did fail in that he touched it too 
deeply. No man living or dead could 
utter the following sentiments and mect 
the approval of the Anglican Church: 
Aman hasn't gone about preaching 
for twenty-seven years without gaining 
vme experience, and in all love to my 
fashionable Christian brethren and sis- 
ters, I denounce them. Their religion 
isasham. I would sooner claim as a 
brother a Bohemian, or Mahometan, than 
afashionable Christian. He is no more 
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areal Christian thau a Hindoo on the 
banks of the Ganges. What has the 
worldly Christian in common with the 
suffering carpenter of Nazareth hung on 
the cros?  Swallowed up by the pomps 
of the world, they do not feel the peace 
that passeth understanding, proclaimed 
by the priest from the altar, and they 
consider us very presumptuous to claim 
it. We tell them how the early church 
preached against the vices and follies of 
fashion, and they say: ‘Oh, you must not 
compare society in New York with Rome 
in the time of Nero! Well, society is 
in precisely the same condition, with re- 
lation to the church, now that it was 
then: it is outside the pale of salvation. 
There is no greater injury done to the 
Christian profession than is done to it 
by the Christian man of fashion. His 
life makes Christ and his church a 
laughing stock, an open shame.” 

Perhaps the right “stuff" to touch 
Christian consciousness are the recent 
utterances of the rector of Trinity 
Church, Rev. Morgan Dix. Trinity cor- 
poration is the richest church organiza- 
tion in New York, maintaining its Rector 
atasalary which only a soulless corpora- 
tion can: 

“The church is not a secular organiza- 
tion nor a human institution, nor was it 
founded with a direct view to moral cul- 
ture, class clevation or any other tem- 
poral need. Its mission is to teach the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, to teach the faith 
‘contained in the creeds, and to adminis- 
ter the sacraments of salvation. The 
objects directly aimed at are to make 
Christ known and loved: to proclaim the 
message of salyation and build up the 
kingdom of God on the earth. I have 
no confidence in the judgment or wis- 
dom of those who tell us that the church 
must try to reach the masses, purify 

politics, elevate tbe laboring classes, in- 
crease incomes, obtain the enactinent of 
laws regulating meat and drink, and, for 
all! know, take up and settle the cur- 
rency, the tariff, &e.”

According to B. F. Underwood, Spen- 
cer's definition of “I do not know,” is 
thus summed up: “As regards the inti- 
mate nature of the ultimate reality or 
forces represented in consciousness, 
Spencer, like Kant, professes complete 
ignorance. He holds them to be wholly 
unknowable.

gave his son a thorough drill in history 
and philology. He possessed a marvel- 
ous appetite for Greek history and myth- 
ology, reading the poenis of Homer with 
a keen appreciation when the most of us 
are acquiring an acquaintance with the 
three R’s, At the age of fourteen, young 
Schlieman’s family was almost impover- 
ished, and the embryonic professor of 
Greek was compelled to serve as an 
apprentice to a grocer, working from six 
in the morning until eleven at night. 
After nearly five years’ stay, he was dis- 
missed, being unfit for work, through in- 


venture was as midshipman on a sailing 
vessel bound for some port in Venezuela. 
In 1841 he was shipwrecked, and taken 
to a hospital in Amsterdam. Here he 
secured a position as messenger, his 
spare time being occupied, amid the 
most oppressing hardships, by diligently 
studying and acquiring English, Dutch, 
French, Spanish, Italian and Portuguese. 
This he accomplished in the short space 
of two years, Leaving his position of 
errand boy he entered into the services 
of an Amsterdam firm as correspondent 
and book-keeper at an annual salary 
of $240, which increased later on to $400. 
In 1846 he left for St. Petersburg, as 
agent for the firm, where he added Rus- 
sian, Swedish and Polish to his already 
large vocabulary. In 1863, after consid- 
erable traveling he saw himself in pos- 
session of sufficient means to gratify 
the ambition of tve last twenty years— 
the study of Greek archazology, From 
1870 to 1882, at Hissarlik, with a force of 
150 men he conducted the searches for 
the treasures of prehistoric ages. He 
was rewarded by the finding of stone 
implements, bronze, brick, ivory, gold 
In his first 
publication he announced that he was 
confident he had found the treasures of 
Priam. He maintained that the remains 
of Ilium were confined to the first six 
feet of debris below the surface and the 
ruins below toa depth of fifty two and 
a half feet were prehistoric—dividing 
them into five groups, representing five 
cities, In his second publication he 
added a sixth city. The conclusion that 
the third from the bottom was the Troy 
of Homer he retracted, and substituted 
the second froin the bottom in its place. 
How far the theoretic conclusions of Dr. 
Schlieman are justified bas been a matter 
of bitter dispute, and never will, we think 
be definitely settled; but the archivologic! 
al investigations aud discoveries have 


thrown an immense light upon ancient 
history that we would never have pos- 
sessed but for the energetic, indomi- 
table and untiring spirit of the Doctor. 
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There was another class of reformers 
who urged that the money ought to be 
thrown into a conimon fund on some 
community plan, where everything 
should proceed on the ground of perfect 
equality and a pure republican govern- 
ment should be instituted in the com- 
munity.

The expectations of the eloquent An- 

glican monk, Father Ignatius, have not 
been realized in his efforts to produce a 
religious revival in Boston and New 
york City. The New York Tribune 
says “that morally and ecclesiastically 
his record is clear; he preaches a pure, 
evangelical gospel, and his earnestness, 
sincerity and eloquence cannot be ques- 
tioned. In spite of all, however, he 
has failed to touch the Christian 
consciousness. Why?" The Tribune 
attributes the lack of success to Father 
Ignatius’ rupture with the resident ec- 
clesiastical authorities, This.is but part- 
ly true. The statement that he failed to 
touch the Christian consciousness is 
certainly an error. Tor the forcible and 
eloquent denunciation of the Christiani- 
ty of church organizations awoke in the 
minds of Jaity and clergy a realization of 
the sham dominant in the greater part 
of the ecclesiastical institutions. He did 
aot fail to touch the consciousness, but 
he did fail in that he touched it too 
deeply. No man living or dead could 
atter the following sextiments and mect 
the approval of the Anglican Church: 

"Aman hasn't gone about preaching 

for twenty-seven years without gaining 
coe experience, and in all love to my 
fashionable Christian brethren and sis- 
ters, I denounce them. Their religion 
isa4sham. I would sooner claim as a 
brother a Bohemian, or Mahometan, than 
a fashionable Christian. He is no more 
areal Christian than a Hindoo on the 
banks of the Ganges. What has the 
worldly Christian in common with the 
suffering carpenter of Nazareth bung on 
the cross? Swallowed up by the pomps 
of the world, they do not feel the peace 
that passeth understanding, proclaimed 
by the priest from the altar, and they 
consider us yery presumptuous to claim 
it We tell them how the early church 
preached against the vices and follies of 
fashion, and they say: ‘Oh, you must not 
compare society in New York with Rome 
in the time of Nero!’ Well, society is 
in precisely the same condition, with re- 
lation to the church, now that it was 
then: it is outside the pale of salvation. 
There is no greater injury done to the 
Christian profession than is done to it 
by the Christian man of fashion. His 
life makes Christ aud his church a 
laughing stock, an open shame.” 

Perhaps the right “stuff” to touch 
Christian consciousness are the recent 
utterances of the rector of Trinity 
Church, Rev. Morgan Dix. Trinity cor- 
poration is the richest church organiza 
tion in New York, maintaining its Rector 
atasalary which ouly a soulless corpora- 
tion can: 

“The church is not a secular organiza- 
tion nor a human institution, nor was it 
founded with a direct view to moral cul- 
ture, class elevation or any other tem- 
poral need. Its mission is to teach the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, to teach the faith 
‘contained in the creeds, and to adminis- 
ter the sacraments of salvation. The. 
objects directly aimed at are to make 
Christ known and loved; to proclaim the 
message of salvation and build up the 
kingdom of God on the earth. I bave 
no confidence in the judgment or wis- 
dom of those who tell us that the church 
must try to reach the masses, purify 
politics, elevate tbe laboring classes, in- 
crease incomes, obtain the enactment of 
laws regulating meat and drink, and, for 
alll know, take up and settle the cur- 
rency, the tariff, &e! i

righteousness. Dr. Abbott said that his 
sentiments were for the enlargement of 
and enrichment of present schools and 
institutions of instruction. The Rev. R. 
Heber Newton was in favor of the pro- 
posed school of ethics. He deplored the 
lack of moral instruction in the lower 
and higher schools, aud saw on every 
hand the evidences that men needed 
practical ethical culture. He himself 
suffered from a want of ‘ethical training 
in bis younger days. Students would 
come to the new school from every 
religion. The churches, Dr. Newton 
thought, were moving slowly in the 
right direction. The school must have 
a platform on which every religion and 
philosophy could stand. If faith can't 


stand the test, excaimed Dr. Newton, let 
it go! I believe it will, though, even if 
you do not. If it does not, it is not 
worthy to stand.”

The death of Dr. Heinrich Schlieman, 
the archaologist, is announced from 
Naples on the 27th of last month. His 
father was a Lutheran clergyman and 
gave his son a thorough drill in history 
and philology. He possessed a marvel- 
ous appetite for Greek history and myth- 
ology, reading the poems of Homer with 
a keeu appreciation when the most of us 
are acquiring an acquaintance with the 
three R's, At the age of fourteen, young 
Schlieman’s family was almost impover- 
ished. and the embryonic professor of 
Greek was compelled to serve as an 
apprentice to a grocer, working from six 
in the morning until eleven at night. 
After nearly five years’ stay, he was dis- 
missed, being unfit for work, through in- 
juries sustained by rupture. His next 
venture was as midshipman on a sailing 
vessel bound for some port in Venezuela. 
In 1841 be was shipwrecked, and taken 
to a hospital in Amsterdam. Here he 
secured a position as messenger, his 
spare time being occupied, amid the 
most oppressing hardships, by diligently 
studying and acquiring English, Dutch, 
French, Spanish, Italian and Portuguese. 
This he accomplished in the short space 
of two years. Leaving his position of 
errand boy he entered into the services 
ofan Amsterdam firm as correspondent 
and book-keeper at an anuual salary 
of $240, which increased later on to $400. 
In 1846 he left for St. Petersburg, as 
agent for the firm, where he added Rus- 
sian, Swedish and Polish to his already 
large vocabulary. In 1863, after consid: 
erable traveling he saw himself in pos- 
session of sufficient means to gratify 
the ambition of te last twenty years— 
the study of Greek archaology. From 
1870 to 1832, at Hissarlik, with a force of 
150 men he conducted the searches for 
the treasures of prehistoric ages. He 
was rewarded by the finding of stone 
implements, bronze, brick, ivory, gold 
and silver, and some jewels. In his first 
publication he announced that he was 
confident he had found the treasures of 
Priam. He maintained that the remains 
of Ilium were confined to the first six 
feet of debris below the surface and the 
ruins below to a depth of fifty two and 
a half feet were prehistoric—dividing 
them into five groups, representing five 
cities. In his second publication he 
added a sixth city. The conclusion that 
the third fron: the bottom was the Troy 
of Homer he retracted, and substituted 
the second from the bottom in its place. 
How far the theoretic conclusions of Dr, 
Schlieman are justified has been a matter 
of bitter dispute, and never will, we think 
be definitely settled; but the archalogic! 
al investigations and discoveries have 
thrown an immense light upon ancient 
history that we would never have pos: 
sessed but for the energetic, indomi- 
table and untiring spirit of the Doctor.
